Hlffh Tides and MeltlDgr Sno^Y the 
Cause of the Floods— Dangrer 
All Ovee. 



Lnla Island and the Delta District 
Under Water- Coqaitiam Bridge 
Swept Away. 

The waters rose higher over the 'flooded 
delta land on the Fraser river on Sunday, 

From Westininater to tho mouth of the 
rivor all tho low lying knd wag aubnnerged 
and in some plaoea tho wator ia even higher 
than during the flooda of last yAr. This 
freaheb la only of a very tomporary nature 
and may be expected to subside as quickly 
aa lb rose. The warm weather of the, CArly 
part of last wook oombined with heavy 
raina to melt tbo ninssus of anew on tho 
mountains, Tho hi^h tidca and a wcatorly 
breeZT backed up the rush of water from 
the Bwollea rivor and ita tributarioa and tho 
flooding of the lowlands near the mouth of 
the rlvsr was the result. 

On Saturday afternoon the Coqnltlam 
river rose rapidly and its swollen waters 
Bwept away the wooden traffic bridge 
of the wagon road aad hurled 
the fraftto^tt" afi*ihst the piers 'of 
the railway bridge below with anoh force 
that for a short time fears were entertained 
that it too would be unable to roaiat the 
rush of the angry waters. Fortunately the 
atruoture hold, however, and soon the dan- 
ger waa passed aa the channel waa cleared 
of debria. One ereat Inaa will be tho break- 
ing loose of two largo booma of logs on the 
Ccquitlani, by which Bomotbing like a mil- 
lion feet of lumber went adrift. Steamora 
have been buay ainoo Sunday picking up tho 

Tho steamer Tranefor, whioh was in win- 
tor quortore in tho Ccqultlam, wa« alruok 
by flaating loga and set adrift. Tho tug 
Eva was aeut for from Weatminstor, how- 
ever, and towed tho Transfer down to tho 
oity in aafoty. At Wostminater the water 
haa rlaen naarly to tho top of the wharves, 
but no damage ia done there exaept tho 
flooding of a few collara, Aorosa the rivor 
at South Weatminater tho low land right 
baok to the hllla ia inundated. Lulu iaiund 
ia covered with water that baa nob only 
overflowed the dykes but waehed them 
away in many places, and Sea iaiaud is cov- 
ered to a depth of '.if^ feet. At Steveston 
the water is over the lloors of the canaerioa 
and several settlers have b^en obliged to 
move from their honeea. In the Delta dia- 
trlot thero ia navigation for small boats from 
Likdners Landing aorosa the farms to Boun- 
dary Bay. Not much damage has.been done, 
however, so far except to the dykes, Mr. 
W. B. Townsend, who osme down from 
VVostminster Sunday night, reoolteets 
eighteen years ago that there was just 'such 
a freshet as. the present one. Had the 
dykes been properly kept up it ia likely that 
the water mubt) not have gone] over them, 
but some of these dykes have been built for 
eight or ten years and the tops have been 
gradually worn down several Inohts by the 
weather and from being used as footpaths. 
The cattle hare been driven to the barns for 
safety, and so far no loss to stook is re- 
ported. 

There la a report that the water roae six 
feet at Mission bridge, but it aoems doubt- 
ful. 

At Vancouver a number of collars are 
iloodod, owing to the very high tides and 
the water on Sunday reached nearly to the 
railway tracks on tho wharf ; tho highest 
tide that haa been known for yeara. The 
water came within an inch of tho Van- 
couver Btoamahip company'a wharf on Sun- 
day, Capilano creek, from which Van- 
couver draws Ita water tupply, ia a raging 
torrent ; the water ia suven ftoc above tho 
dam, and poura over in a regular waterfall. 
A gang of mon are keeping tho driftwood 
from damaging tho water main. 

It ia reported that on tl;e Upper Eraser 
the water ia rising rapidly. 

Mud slides in the mountains caused con- 
eidorable trouble to tho rallwaya, The 
Groat Northern railway haa not had n train 
into South WeBtminator ainoo Friday, owing 
to land alidea along tlioir line in Waahing- 
tor. 

Upon Vancouver ialand tho eu.ldon warm 
woather caused the rivers to riae (juickly, 
but they subsided almost immediately and 
no harm was done to railway oommunioa- 
tion. 

VANConvEB, Jan. 14 —(Special)— Tbo ei- 
ooaaivcly high tide has completed its work 
ot doatruotion and is rapidly subsiding. The 
toaa will be comparatively heavy, but ia 
nothing in comparison to what was antici- 
pated. 

The exact cauao of the high water is now 
ascertained, a strong westerly wind carried 
the incoming tide up tho river with 
tremendous force and backed it up daring 
tho low tido, tho water not being able to 
flow back until tho next high tido swept 
through tho vulloy. Tho (lykea in the 
upper part of tlio river, whioh were thought 
iiripreguable, could noc withstand tho im- 
menao voluniu of wator occasioned by tho 
double tide ond all of thorn gave way. 

The greatest/ damage in Vancouver oc- 
curred at the liighoat tide last night. The 
wator roan aix toon foot and waa driven on 
shore by tho tierco woBtorly wind. The 
collars of tho warehnusoa of lIio Major It 
EldridKO IVovieion Company and Champion 
A, Wbito wore flooded, with cousidorable 
Insa und inconvenience, while at I^nglish 
Bay, tho extromo west of tbo city, where 
uumeroua summer rosldonoos are locat- 
ed, tho furious wind and tido played 
aad havoc. Many summer cotjtageB 
were undermined and aro ready to 
topple over at tho first light wind. One 
roaidonco waa swept into tho bay with tho 
entire furnituro, whilo tho bathing aheda 
mot with tho same fate, Tho gale tore up 
trees and piled them on tbo bench and throw 
them agaiost the houses. Tho total loss was 
considerable and would have been moro seri- 
ous if the otroers in most oases had not gone 
into whiter quartets. The tides did not af- 
fect the Canttdian Pacific line and the trains 
delayed by the anows in the monntains aro 
ogain moving regnlarly. 

The disaster came upon the ranchers so sud- 
denly that it is remarkable no lives were 
lost. One dairyman was oroBsbiK a bridgn 
with a team and wagon when the bridge 
V7a8 swept down tho stream ; other ranchers 
found themselves hemmed in by the water. 
The oattlo were all saved. She ezact state 
of afTairs, fr«e from lensatioBaUsm, is told 
In tho followiag reports from different lec' 
tions : " . " 

Chilliwaok, Jan. H.— We are not affect* 



ed here by the high tides, all the lower 
river is O.K.; Sea island ia under water 
still but the tide is rapidly falling. There 
will be little loss. The ranchers got every- 
thing out of the way for winter. The cat- 
tle were all removed to high gronnd and 
nob a head waa lost. ' 

Lni,u Island, Jan. 14 —The high water 
has serlouily . affected ' the ranohers here. 
The pita In which the ranohers had their roots 
were flooded and the crops destroyed. Large 
lots of jpofiatoea which were readily bringing 
¥13 to fIS per ton were mined by the water. 
Some small ranch honaea were flooded by 
the tide and the floors of nnmerons barna 
were flooded ; the cattle were all saved. 
The farmers here are somewhat dlBOOuragod, 
ds they thought their strong high dykes 
would save them from the flooda as they did 
in June. Nearly all the bridges were swept 
away, and tho roads were badly damaged. 
The water ia rapidly subsiding. 

Steveston, Jan. 14. — Tho damage by tho 
floods bore has been very aerioue ; little 
navigation ia done except byboata and buai- 
neas is at a atandatill, Most of tho plank 
roads have boon swept away. Wo ohall not 
get rid of tho water for a month yet. The 
dykes made aoarooly any reaiatanoo to the 
extremely high water. Tho cattlo are 
Biifforing very much. Tho waters aro eub- 
aiding ao rapidly that the trouble will not bo 
as great as was at first feared. 



THE LAST CHAPTER. 

Death of the Vancouver Murderer— Dreadful 
Dreams of tho Long Llncering 
Suicide. 

Vancouver, Jan. 14 —(Special) — Tho 
bullob English collego graduate Ashford 
pub into his brain the night he murdered hia 
wife and child a month ago in Vanoouver, 
haa done its work and he died in his cell at 
Westminster laat night, A peat mortem 
was hold and tho score of dootora intereabed 
in the case were aatonlsbed to find 
tho bullet imbedded in tho base of 
tho brain, Tho dootora present honeatly 
oonfeaaed that they had never heard 
or read of a man living for over a few daya 
under auoh clroumstanoes, while Ashford 
lived for a month, and for three weeks had 
a hearty appetite, bub hia dreams every 
night wore BO dreadful and hia aoreams ao 
loarful to liaten to that tho jailcra and 
watohera were periodically relieved from the 
horror of a nigbb in jail with tho homicide. 
The doctors say Aahford'a phyaioal torture 
must have been fearful, and that during the 
month he went through the agony of 
a dozen hangings, This Is the last 
chapter in one of tho most 
mysterious cases— a mystery from first to 
last. Beyond doubt Ashford, alias Flowera, 
belonged to a good I^gliah family. No 
motive ctin be found', fer hia changing his 
name, and no motive'of 'oonseqdenoe can be 
found for tho horrible mordw and suicide, 
and to carry out his oonsiatentinoonsistonoy 
to the last he live'l with the bnllet in his 
brain a month after^hls murdered wife and 
child are In the grave.

MR CAETMEL'S PLiTFORK. 

TotheEditob:— Aa my oandldature for 
Bohool trnstee is somewhat late and the time 
between now and the day of election muoh 
limited, there will be very little opportunity 
of expounding my vieivs to the electors at 
large on educational subjeots. May I, 
thorcfore trespass on your already muoh 
taken up space to explain soma of my views 
thereon. 

In the first place I am an uacquivooal op- 
penent of rings, combines, or wire-pulling of 
any kind, and being an independent] candi- 
date, would, if elected, support only such 
measures as will oonduoe to the benefit of 
onr public schools. 

I have viewed with much satisfaotion tbe 
recent large increase of aobcol acoommoda- 
tion, but recognize tbe fact that already 
they are full to oveifiowing and in the near 
future will have to beaapplemented by other 
aubstantial buildinga in snob outlying dis- 
tricts as Victoria West and Spring Ridge. 

The High acbool Is at present very crowd- 
ed, and will have a csndenoy to become 
more so aa tbe population increases ; ao that 
at an early date It will either h&v* to bo en- 
larged or a new one built ; but I would ad- 
vocate tbe raising of tbe standard of admis- 
sion in order that the training imparted in 
the lower schools may bo a complete ordin- 
ary education to a greater number of pupils. 

A normal acbool is ereatly needed in our 
provinct, and I would advocste the nrging 
of tho government to eetablieh one in the 
city. 

I am in favor of a moderoto amount of 
physical training. Drilling and calisthenics 
ought to form a part of tha regular subjects 
taught, but without any undue ahortening 
of ordinary lessons, and at the proper sea- 
son awimmiog lessons by a properly quali- 
fied iustruotor ongbt to be given to any 
pupils whose parents may desire it. All 
this could be done without any addition to 
the ordinary expenditure. 

The poiitiou of teacher is a very important 
one and great discrimination ought to bo 
uzeroiaed in their aeleotion. Ability to 
teach, as well as the echolastio knowledge 
diaplayed In the record of their duties, 
ought to be tbe only stepping atone to pro- 
motion. I am opposed to rsUgioua dogmaa; 
but strict morals ongbt to be inonlcated. I 
am in Itvor of fair payment for services 
rendered and bell&ve that contentment ia a 
great promoter of zeal, 

A previous experience of five years aa 
trustee at Esquimalt has already given mo 
a knowledge of tbe dntioa involved, and 
should the electors favor me with their oon- 
fidunco I will use every endeavor to show 
that it has DOt been misplaced.

On the expiration of the time for reoeiv- 
ing nominatlona the assembled ratepayers 
anjourntd to the council chamber, whore 
Mr. W. K. Bull, the veteran returning 
oliicor, officially announced the long list of 
candidates. Kx-Aldorinan \V. A. fiobert- 
Bon v/aa then called to the chair aijil apeeohea 
were in order. 

Mayor Toague in ai;ain preaonting hlmsolf 
to the eleo'.ora pointed the-n t" his record 
for the past your. In connootion with the 
muoh-diaeueBiMl water (iiieation, progress 
had boon necetakrily alow becauao the coun- 
cil waa proceeding with great care. Eoemica 
were waiting and watching to upaet ail that 
had boon done in the past, and, for their own 
advantage, to take from tho citizens the 
rights which they had paid for in the 
past. Aa these enemiea found that they 
could not legitimately establish error on tho 
part of the council thi^y had proceeded to 
blacken the characters of tho Mayor and 
aldermen — they bad enfjiged a newspaper to 
deory the city water, bud scl 1 other water 
on tho streets to orcatn the impression that 
the city's was not iic for conaumptinn, had 
gathorod Citerpillara from the treoa and 
produced them aa dovolopmenta of Vic- 
toria'a impure water — in fact had done 
everything possible to iojjre the reputation 
of the council and destroy the value of the 
oity water property. In regard to the pur 
ohaae of the waterahed there had been much 
differeooi of opinion, and the oounoll had 
proceeded with oantion until It could be 
Btcartaioed what money would be required 
for tho construction of filters. Surely 
this waa tho prop'jr course. Where 
then was thoro any great fault to be found 
with tho courcil with regard to the water 
qucatlon ? Tl)e necessary work of survey' 
iug and other prelimiuarics all took time. 
Land for tho filter boda had to bu aciiuired 
and this had only justbfen noconipliahcd — 
tho price paid being, he waa luppy to say, 
below tho oatimatoa valuation. If tho work 
now proceeded on Ihu linoa drawn by tho 
council of 189 t tho oitizLioa of S iotoria 
would by tho coming auuiiuer have a plonti- 
'ul Dupply of water unaurpasaed in its 
purity, liverything in connection with this 
irmch disnuaaed water question had boon 
doiio openly and above board — if thoro liad 
been undesirable delays they atiuuld hi< 
laid at the door of the enemies of Victoria's 
water supply, not tho oity oouncll. In refer- 
enoo to the aewers, this work had been car- 
ried on aa rapidly aa the people 
wore prepared to supply the money. A 
Urge amount of SA-^or had been oonabructod 
and a few mistakoa had been made, as the 
praotioal working of the oampletod aeotlons 
testified. Home labor too liad been gener- 
ally employed. In thia oonneotlon he (Mr. 



Teague) claimed tho diatinotion of having 
introduced tho day work syatum on Fort 
slireet, th i ohi -ot lie had in mind baing to 
give employment to the unlnoky ratepayer 
who was to be mot hands in pookBt.i on 
almost every street corner. Ho hoped soon 
to Bee the day labor eystom adopted in all 
muoioipal work, for ho believed that hotter 
va uo for tho city's money was thereby ob' 
ta ned. He had heard it aaserted that Vie- 
to -la's sewers were not being properly con- 
st acted. The answer to this waa to be 
io \: d in the operation of the completed 
«} <er ; no stoppageahad ooonrred and tlie 
p no pie had proved Itaelf to be good. - He 
alvooated the oontinnanon of the sewerage 
work upon the llnea of 1894 Id regard to 
street improvement, the ' fnoda available 
from the general revenue were auffiijient 
oaly for maintena'noe and any new woric or 
extensive improvement could only be carried 

It by a speoial vote of money or by the 
local improvement system. He was glad of 
t le present opportunity to deny that glar- 
ing mistakes bad baen made in conneotion 
with the new eleotrio light building. Thia 
had seemed to him at first to ba somewhat 
too Urge for the requirements of the next 
ten years. It had by hla suggestion been 
mkde amaller than according to the original 
plan, and ho thought that the 
citizsna had not now tho slightest 
rejBon to complain. Tho electric light im- 
provements were now rapidly approaching 
ompletion And In a few months the addi- 
tlcnnl lights would be available. In cnnolu- 
alon he would place himeolf aa strongly op- 
pjsed to the government of cities by com- 
m'saioners — he thought every man in the 

01 y waa opposed to it— and would invite any 
r itepayer who had qaestions to ask, to state 
thorn as quickly as possible. 

Mr. Glover asked what; reason the speaker 
had for aeaerting that tho aooner tho oity 
adopted tha day's work system tho better? 
Waa it to sive the city's ir.oni y or to provide 
employment for those who properly should 
bo given admlaalon to the O.d Men's homo? 

Mr. Teague replied that when oitizans 
grew old and unable to work they should ba 
sent to tiie Home. While they were able to 
work etnd there waa corporation work to be 
done it should be theira to do. Hs believed 
in keeping a record of all men entitled to 
corporation work, and that it abould be 
equitably divided among them. If any con- 
tracts were let they ahould contain a atipn- 
lation that the labor should be taken from 
this rcgialer. 

Alderman J Keith-W llsou nrxt came for- 
ward aniidat applauao in reaponee to tho in- 
vitation of tho chair. Ho had not looked 
for tho present opportunity of addreseing 
tho electors, but waa happy that it had been 
afforded him. His views on tho water ques- 
tion it waa perhaps unneoeaaary to re- 
peat. They wero well known by 
Viotoriana and wore much in accord with 
those expreseed by Mr. Teaguo. The ooun- 
oll had in this regard,' he thought, aoted 
carefully and not unwisely, and the result 
would be a nufficient and aatiaactory supply 
of water. He would have very little to say 
In regard to the past ; his record spoke for 
Itcelf, and he would concern himself now 
with tho future. The oity at present was 
not in what might he termed a very good 
condition. Municipal affairs had been 
carried on In a slipshod manner in the past 
and the result was a natural though 
not a desirable one. This in the 
Srat place waa becauao the coun- 
oilo of the day had been trying 
to do tco muoii with the limited amount of 
money at their disposal. Elaewhere, on the 
Amerioin side or in the oitiea of the Eaat, 
such a thfaig ai building or maintaining 
atreetfl or almliar pnbllc worka out of the 
general revenue wonld not be thonght of. 
If property waa to be improved It would bo 
required to pay the oost of thia improve- 
ment. In thia eoanection he might aay that 
he had inaugurated a ayatem ot aewer build- 
Ing which he thought would be found moat 
advantageona to the oity. He believed that 
the main outlet sewer should bo paid for by 
the whole city, it being required by tho 
whole oity, and that the contributory leworn 
should be oonatructed undtr the local im- 
provement ayatem. Their oost should be bor- 
rowed on the oredit of the whole city aa 
a cheap rate could thereby be ob- 
tained, of which the ratepayers would 
receive the benefit. One seotlon af lor an- 
other should thus be undertaken, the prop- 
erty owners as tho work progreaaod contri- 
buting to a sinking fund which would be 
available for the constractlon of the next 
eeotion, ao that bib by bit, in thia way, the 
entire oity would aoon be eowcred and no 
hardship would entail upon any ratepayer or 
upon the city as a whole. In carrying out 
the aowerage work in the manner auggested 
would relieve the citizens of any undue 
presauro of expense. Tho amount required 
per year from each suburbanlotwouldtcarce- 
ly be more than two or three doIKo a — a anm 
less than would otherwiao have to be paid for 
scavenging. Again, Ic was unfair and use- 
leas to look to the general roveDue for 
the carrying out of street improvements. If 
tho residents of any certain st reot wanted 
aidowalks, paving or similar work under- 
taken they must pay for it. (Applause ) 
It: was uaeiesa to declaim In favor of the 
abolition of all taxes. To do any thing tho 
council must have a revenue, and the rate- 
payers are not overburdened with money. 
There muat be a revenue obtained, and the 
question faced every oounoll how to obtain 
it. He WM not prepared to aay that If 
eleoted he would abolish or reduce taxes, do 
away with the tradea licenaes or put an end 
to the insorance tax. To do anything a 
revenue was necessary, and he hoped to do 
much for tho city. (Applause.) The groat 
nocoaaity of tho present time waa a thor- 
oughly represoutativo and capable council, 
and if every ratepayer of tho oity of Vic- 
toria came to tho polls on election day and 
voted ayaiuBt him ho ahould feel saiisfuclion 
in tho thought ill It tho people had at least 
rouaed ihcmBelvr;» fmtn their lethargy and 
ehown tlieinBulv.^ interested. This was 
what ho had loin " »" tr>'"K to do — to got 
every ratepayer t'; intorCBL hiniself in the 
affairs of tho ciiy.

Referring to tho 
electric light alto matter, he had favored the 
site aelected because it was central and tho 
price reaaonal)lo, and because it also per- 
mitted of the coDBtruction of a city wharf— - 
something which Victoria had long felt the 
need of. Haviog saoh a wharf meant much 
to Victoria. Ad present small farmers

WILFUL MISREPRESENTATION. 

It ia aomewhat aine;ular that the limes 
will not reproeent the Government of Cities 
Bill fairly or truthfully. In yeaterday 
eveninft'a issns it said : 

" It (the bill) will disfranchise at a single 
blow every elector who ia not an owner of 
real eatate, and those who own real eatate 
wiUdiafranohiae themselves the moment they 
endorse the Commissioneri^ seleoted by the 
Government," 

Every elector who is not an owner of real 
estate will not be diafranobised. Those 
eleotora will, in common With the owners of 
real eatate, have the power to elects the 
Mayor, who, if be ia a capable man, will 
have quite aa much intlaonce and authority 
aa be baa at present. The men who vote for 
BO important a part of the f;overning body 
as the Mayor oannot be said to be die- 
franohiaed. 

Those who own real estate will not dis- 
franohiae themBelvea tho moment they en- 
dorse CommisfiioQora. Under tho new law 
they will have precisely the same power 
with teepeob to money by-Iaira as (hey have 
at present. The Commissioners taica the 
place of the Aldermen. They will not be 
able to raise a single dollar by way of loan 
withoat the oonaent of the owners of real 
estate obtained in the osual way at the 
polls. 

When our oontemporary misrepresents the 
new measure In this way it shows that it has 
no faith in its own objeotions to the bill. The 
troth, it evidently believes, will not serve 

Its turn, so it Soda it necessary to add to It 
invontiona of ito own. Tho fact ia the new 
liw diafranohisoa no ono. It simply doea 
away with tho Hoard of Aldermen tor three 
years, leaving everything else precisely aa it 
was. The whole electorate votes for the 
Mayor, and the real estate owners, besides 
voting to pat tbe law in operation, voto for 
the confirmation of the Commisaioaera nom- 
inated by the Government, for tho money 
by-UwB and any other by law which now 
requiroa tho aanotion of the ownors of real 
estate. 



NOTHING BUT BUSINESS. 

Anyone who takes the trouble to think 

for a moment muat come to the conolualon 
that tho manaf;ement of the city'a aff&ira 
la a pure matter of buaineoa requiring in 
thoae who do it eflfootivcly buainoas qunli- 
fioations. There ia no politioa In it, and 
there is very little sentiment. In order to 
show that this Is the case it may be well to 
go a little into detail. Part of the work of 
those who have control of the city'a aflaira 
ia to keep tho atroota clean and in 
good order. No ono need bo told 
what a convoDionoo clean and well 
kept atieetfl are to tbe inbabitanta 
of a olty, of all olB8Sos,ooaap&t!oos and ages. 
What ia required to keep tho atreeta free of 
mud in the winter and of duat in aummor is 
simply afairsharoof buaicoesability — ability 
to do tho right thing at tho proper time and 
to make tho moat of tbe money appro- 
priated to the service. It doea not reqaire a 
politician to choose the kind of pavement 
best aaited to the clroumatancea and the 
means of tho city, and a knowledge of con- 
stitutional law Is not needed to lay down 
good aldewalka and to keep them in repair. 
What ia wanted in men who undertake to do 
,theie very Important ser vices for the city Ii 



not oratorical ability or electioneering 
ability, or vlre-pnlliiig ftblUty, bnliteabnioal 
knowledge, aonnfl, oom&pn 'aenijie, and a 
desire to serve tbe oltizisna honestly. A 
man who knows how streets and sidewalks 
are tobe made, and nnderstadds how tospend 
the money appropriated to makiog and main- 
taining them to the best advantage, ia at 
this moment of more nae to the citizens ot 
Victoria in the City Ooaooll than a regiment 
of politicians. The work is bueinesa, pure 
and simple, and ao important ia 
it that merchanta of San Franciaoo 
thought it worth their while to form an as- 
sociation to get only part of it well done 
and done at the right time. The oity gov- 
ernment negleoted th? street) aweeping, aiid 
buaineSB men formed a combination to hive 
aoma of them awopb at their own oxpenae. 

Some people who think they have big 
ideas may say that this ia a amali matter 
and that no great amoant of ability ia re- 
quired to give Victoria good atreeta, and to 
keep them in proper repair. Well, aimple a 
task aa lb ii, Victoria haa never had a 
City Council thathadsiitiioiont bualneaa abil- 
ity to perform it, and tbe indioatioue are at 
thia moment lb never will have. What with 
trying to c&toh votea and to keep votes, to 
Bay nothing of grinding their own little 
axoa, Victoria's City Coanoillors have never 
had the time to devoto to afreet making 
nooesaary to Rivo ito inhabltanta oven 
decently good atroota. Tho streots, after all 
that has been dono to them and all tho 
money that his been spent upon them, are 
abominably bad — really a diagrace to tho 
Corporation and to tho citizsna. 

We are quite certain if any man posseaaed 
of the necessary kuowlcdgo would make a 
calculation how much the citizans lose 
every year, directly or indirectly, by having 
their streets in bad order, summer and 
winter, they would be surprised at the 
amount, and would speedily come to the 
oonclusion that they oannoD aiTjrd to lose as 
much aa that annually, bosidoe suffering any 
amount of inconvenience and dieoomfort. 

The other civic sorvioea, like tbe street 
aervico, requirenothingmore than or diffdrent 
from buainess ability bo make them and to 
keep them efficient. In nothing is bnslneas 
ability more required than in appor- 
tioning the proper amount of money 
to oaoh service and administering 
it honestly and jadloloosly when it ia ap- 
portioned. It often happens that for want 
of basineia ability and oncompromiaing 
fidelity to the city's intereata the reanlts'of 
expenditure are aetoniahingly dlaproportlon- 
ate to the auma expended. Thia In acme 
cisea may be^the effect of design, but we 
believe it to be in very many more 
the reault of alacknesa and iocompetency in 
those who are entrusted with the superin- 
tendence of the work — that, is of the want of 
business ability. 

We, for our part, oannot aee how anyone 
can come to any other conclusion than what 
ia wanted In tho direction of the 
citiea ia mainly if not altogether 
experience in boainesa and an 
aptitnde to do bnainess. It is for 
the want of these that the city ia in its pra- 
aent backward atate. The elector, there- 
fore, who has the welfare of tbe city at 
heart when he oontlders for whom he shall 
vote will inquire Into the candidate's capa- 
city for business. Has be been anooessfnl in 
the management of his own affairs 2 Haa 
he, if he has ever occupied a public position, 
shown that he posaeaaes the talenta and the 
virtuea that are required in a good buai- 
ness man? The publ-capirltod citizen will 
disregard all considerations of a personal 
nature. Whether he likes the man or dla- 
likes him, if he ia aatlafied that he posaesses 
tbe ability and the Incelligenoe neoessary 
to the men who are capable of putting tho 
aif iirs of the oity In proper condition, he will 
mark his ballot for that man. If a candi- 
date to whom he is personally partial baa 
shown that be doea nob poaseu thoae qnall- 
tiea that are requisite to run a business sno- 
oeaafully he should pasa him over, if he ia 
the voter's own brother. Tho voter ahould 
act in this matter of choosing Mayor and 
Aldermen in the aame way aa acnaible men 
do in chooaing men to do work for Ihsm — 
he should aelect the beat men independently 
of all other considerations. 

We may add that very much depends on tho 
kind of men that are chosen thia year to fill 
aeata in the noxt City Council. If tho olectora 
ohooao an incipable council, men who can- 
not and will not do their work proporly — 
the citizens, in despair of ever getting a 
competent Board of Aldermen, may make 
up their minda to do without Aldermen 
altogether, and try the experiment of sub- 
atituting for them CommiBsionora appointed 
by the Government, lb ia almost certain 
that thia courae will be open to them as a 
last resort, so those who prize government 
by City Council, as now constituted, will be 
careful that the men they voto for will be 
able to do the work of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors better than it has been done of late 
years. 



ministration in many cities, and of the inca- 
pacity displayed .by ^tha governing bcdiea 
of othera, ia that ' mtinicipal corpora- 

tlona have for tbe most part been 
looked npon rather as political Institutions 
than as large business concerns. Folitioal 
parties have made them aubservient to their 
uses and many of them have surpassed tho 
worst Stato Qovernments in the arts of cor- 
ruption. City rulers have been more Intent 
upon getting votes for thomBolvoa and for 
tboir party thannpon advancing the welfare of 
tbe citizens and promoting good government. 
The formation of the volnptary associations 
of citizens is one indication that they see the 
need of ^better and purer civic administra- 
tion, and to acoompllab that end they are 
trying to banish from it politloal methods 
and to build it firmly on businesa prinoiplea. 

LIOENOB NOT LIBERTY. 

The loDgths to which Kior Hardle, the 
Bocialiab member of tho British Parliament, 
haa been allowed to go show that freedom 
of speech in Great Britain has arrived at the 
verge of licsnoe, if it has not gone some 
distance beyond that poriloua limit. He 
has adviaod the workmen out of employment 
to break open abopa and to help themaelves 
to their contents in order to compel tho 
Government bo consider their condition. 
This inoltement to robbery and violenoe ono 
would suppose would be regarded as 
Borioua broach of law, but It 
doea not appear that procoedinga 
have been taken against him, Tho Britlab 
authorities are, we know, vary oarefnl not 
to place mischievous blatherskite* in each a 
position that they can pose aa martyra. 
They find it on the whole host to let them 
aay pretty much aa they like ao long aa thoae 
who hear them refrain from committing any 
overc act. This we suppose is tbe most 
judicious policy, but If tbe mob, one of these 
days, takes it into its many beads to follow 
Mr. Kier Hardie'a advice, and it is neoes 
aary to call out the troopa to pro 
tecb property and to aave tho lives 
of law-abiding cltizenB, will not tho 
Homo .Secretary be held responsible to a 
certain extent for tho outrage and for tho 
loES of life, if either any of tbe rlotora or 
those who defend their prooeriy are killed. 
It ia just possible that Mr. Kier Hardie may 
have been misreported. Tbe incitement to 
violence and robbery may not have been so 
direct aa it is made to appear by the news- 
caterer.

A fair sizjd meeting of South Ward rate- 

piiyers was held laat night in the South 
Park school houeo to hear the mayoralty and 
the South Ward aldemanio candidates, C. 
E. Redferu proaided. 

Mayor Teague reviewed shortly the water, 
worka improvement scheme, saying that in 
a few months the city would have an abun- 
ant supply of pure water. The delay on the 
eleobric works site, was on account of rook 
work on tho foundations. In another month 
the now system would, ho thought, bo work- 
ing. It had been said that things were go- 
ing wrong in connection with ttio eiootrlo 
light works, but ho had watched the work 
oarefully and found ibis was nob tho case. 
(Applauae. ) Tho aewora had been a huge 
aucooBB. Tho atroeta wore very dirty no 
doubt, but whore waa thoro a street in Vio- 
toria that had yet been made 1 It was im- 
possible to do anything without money and 
before anything was done iu the way of bor- 
rowing ho would bo in favor of 
consulting tho people. Ho favored 
tho ciiy doing its own soavenging 
work, but tho contruot had yet Boverai 
yeara to run. Ho hud alwaya done his duty, 
though ho had incurred ill-will for not asaist- 
ing the boodlera. If clouted ho would do hia 
best to servo tho city. (Applause.) Iu 
answer to queatlonb, ho eaid ho would favor 
graduated buslneaa taxes and would rodaoo 
the inaurnnoe cnmpanlea' tax. 

Aid. Ivoith Wllaon declared that steps 
muBt be taken to keep tho aoa from washing 
away the D.kllaB tojkd. Turoiug to civio 
Qnanoes he showed the diflLmlty ot making 
the money cover tho number of thinea that 
had to be done. The city did woll laat year 
in this reopeot, as it had at the oiitaoD to 
provide for an expenditure of $26,000 more 
than the year before. As to sewers, the 
system he had advocated when ho went into 
ttie council was to have a regular plan to 
make each piece of property pay for its own 
sewer. This had been carried out, and now 
the bnsinebs part of the city waa lowered, and 
they could go ahead with thepaviogof these 
streets Toming to the cemetery question 
be expressed himself in favor of getting a 
new one that would be ample for future 
wants. He had had a oaloulation made to 
show that at tho present price for lots a now 
cemetery, properly laid out, would brine in 
55,000 an oore, so that, allowing for roads 
and beautifying tho grounds, it would 
prove a paying investment. He advocated 
shutting down Chinese lotteries, and though 
ho did nob think there waa maoh profea- 
siouai gaming in the city, tho 
subject ought to have tho host 
consideration of the incoming council 
In c.:)ucluaion he spoke of tho advantage it 
would bo to havo a transcontinental rail- 
way terminus in the oity, part of a great 
scheme, that by way of Hudson's B»y, sav- 
ing a distance of 1,600 milea to Europe. He 
waa in favor of doing city work by day labor 
wherever it could be done as cheaply as 
contract work. After anawering a number 
of other questlona Mr, Wilson took bis seat 
amid applause. 

Mr. J. J. Austin said he bad entered into 
the Mayoralty contest as a perfectly icde- 
pendent candidate, and not to stand in tho 
way of one of tho other Cindidatos, aa had 
been insinuated. The ratepayera as a whole 
should pull together in favor of a railway to 
the oity. In regard to the gambllog and 
other moral qnestiona, he would say that he 
considered the police ahould do their duty. 
Fire protection waa needed in the outskirts 
cf the city, and he favored a retaining wall 
across the mud flats of James Bay. As to 
tho reduction of the fire insurarca tax, 
ho was sure there was no great: 
anxiety on the part of a number of 
oompanier, and he would object to taking 
it off. In regard to trades license taxes he 
would not support a reduction of them. As 
between day labor and contract labor he 
would favor tho former. 

Aid. Harris had during tho past year tried 
tn get designs for tho JamfS Bay o»uaeway. 
That matter was unfortunately In a muddle, 
and he hoped the incoming council would 
take the matter up and pay tho two men 
who had sent in tho two best plans. With 
regard to water, he had fought against the 
presen; plan practically alone. Although he 
hac been charged with tryijg to saddle the 
Goldaireani company on the city he had 
nothirg to do with it, one way or the other. 
It hati been rumored that ha and Aid. 
Styles had boon trying to give tha 
city's property away. All that he 
had done was to got a plan 
registered correcting a wrong traverse at 
Elk lake. It did not give away any pro- 
perty. Ho defended tho purchase of the 
oleotri 3 light eito. It would be also an ad- 
vantage in giving the city wharf facilities. 
He denied that be bad sold the present 
cemetery to the oity. Be had taken initi- 
atory steps to get the oity engineer to pro- 
DAre plans for paving the business streets 
of the city. If elected he would do his best 
to have the oivic funds economic >ily adminis 
tered. He believed that the saloons should 
be closed during churoh hours on Sundays 
as in Gogland. He was not in favor of re- 
ducing tho Insurance taxes. He waa opposed 
to alien labor being ifnported.

tho outlying parta of the oity. Ho had 
moved tho first reaolution for the improve- 
ment of tho ciiy water, but thought eome- 
thing more than aimplo filtration was neces- 
sary. Ho favored paving tho business 
streets Ho wont over tho history of the 
eloctrlc light and said that though ho would 
not rush into print to answer anonymous 
lutters, he wus horo to-nighb to meet any of 
thoBo " tootora " who had mode use of hia 
name. (Applauan ) Ho had opposed tho 
electric light sito booauao it cost loo much 
niunoy. He did not believe in taking olT 
trades liconaoB or tho lire inauranco cux. 
Ho favored opening up Birdcage walk and 
the employment of day labor where it was 
poseible on municipal work. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hedley Chapman considered a defi- 
nite scheme shonld be curried out in the 
waterworks. The filter beds ahould be com- 
pleted first. He advocated paving the basi- 
ness streets, the opening up of Birdcage 
walk, and would like to see the Douglas 
street extension carried out as far aa Belle- 
ville street if possible. (A,pplaa>e.) He 
would givo any transcontinental sobeme his 
heartiest attention. (Applause,) Ho sup- 
ported trades licenses, but believed 
they should be graded. Ho would oppose the 
redaction of the fire insurance companies tax. 
Whore day labor could be employed in 
place of contracts ho would fivor it, and he 
was ready to support any movement to abol- 
ish salaries of aldermen. 

Mr. W. G. Cameron was opposed to the 
Municipal Gommisaionora bill. In regard 
to city improvements there was only 
a limited amount of funds at the 
disposal of the council. Ho was 
opposed to the ward system, und 
thought if tho "at large" system 
wore adopted hotter resul's would 
bo accompllehod. He was not in favor of 
spending a groat deal of money on the water- 
shed, it could better be spent on the filter 
beds and lake. Some kinds of work could 
be done better by contract than by day 
labor ; he, waa against alien labor ; hoped to 
SOB the ludian reserve acquired by the city ; 
would go in for referriog important ques- 
tions to the public direct; believed In gradu- 
ating business taxes, and was not in favor 
of a three-year term for aldermen. 

Mr. Wilson thought that the City Engin- 
eer should do all the engineering work in 
the oity .if he was not capable he should 
be disoharged, Tho sewerage work should 
bo done during the good weather and the 
streets should be better looked after. He 
would endeavor to induce the Dominion 
gouernment to build a retaining wall on 
Dallas road, Tho police force, he cont-id- 
ered, r(quirod a little stirring up. (Ap- 
plause ) If elected ho would do his duty 
honestly and faithfully. Tho city needed 
increased firo protection, and for that reason 
ho could not sco that tho f:re insurance 
tix could bo done away with ; ho waa 
against tnunicipal con]iiilaiioner8, was a 
strong advocate of day labor, but could not 
see how all contraots could be done away 
with. 

Mr. J. Jardino thought that tho soworaga 
aystem should bo advanced far enough to 
put it to a thorough teat before it was 
carried on to completion. Along with it be 
wanted tn ace tho paving of the streets. 
Tho waterworks tystem had to be carried 
to completion, but it was said there was 
not head enough for fire protection. That 
could bo overcome by pumping to a higher 
level. He would not object to a graduated 
business tax, but did not see that a tax 
should bo imposed on businesses. The 
present liquor license law seemed to work 
well. He was not in favor of cutting down 
the insurance companies' tax, 

Mr. T. Hall, the last speaker of the even- 
log, did not beliovo in buying the water- 
shed nor In getting plans for the filter 
beds. Let them clean out the lake and 
filter the water, that wai all that was 
needed ; the streets should be looked after 
better ; they were in a deplorable condition 
at present. Let the iDsorance companies 
pay their tax ; tho huaineas tax might, ho 
believed, bo graduated ; ho did not favor 
government by ooininibainnn. As to saloona, 
perhaps a little more freedom would do 
away with the backdoor bnsinesi ; as far aa 
posaible alien labor should bs dispensed 
with.

Dii. Walickh inovad : " That an order

recommending any hppliount therefor," Ho 
exproeaed rogiat ihat tha government had 
made an appointment to a poailion boloro 
the former occupant of it had boon diainiaaed 
or retired, and alfo that any member of hla 
ptofeaeion in thia province " had been ao nn- 
gentlemnnly aa to apply for a aituation not 
vacant." Having perused the evldenoa be 
conaldorod that the languige of the Provin- 
cial Secretary in the letter nuapending Dr. 
Bentley was too strong ; and be argued that 
as the abuses wbiob have been cxpoaed pre- 
vailed at the inatitution from time immem- 
orial the anperlotendenb ahonld not have 
been lo puniahed, and alao that other of- 
ficials of toe asylum abould have ahared 
the blame with him.

He quite agreed with the member who 
bad just apokoD that it would have been 
very improper to appoint a now auperin- 
tendent b;fore the former one had heon dla- 
miased or had roaignod, but as that had not 
been done that ip%TO of tho criticism juat 
made falls to the ground. He could not 
agree, however, with tho other part of the 
hon, gentleman's argument, that the choice 
of an officer ahould havo boon confined to 
the political supporters of the government. 
The matter waa nob a political one ; 
but the government had to oonaidor an ot 
first importance the intereata of the uDf'>r- 
tnnate inmatea in the aaylum. They there- 
fore looked to see who there were in the 
province posaeasing the qualifications and 
experience desirable to fit them far tho 
office. They found that the province was 
fortunate in havine two auoh gentlemen, 
Dr. l^eweombe, of Victoria, and Dr. Boding- 
ton, but he did not know of any other ex- 
perienced pcraona, and doubted very much 
whether there are any. Dr. Nowcombe la 
now in temporary charge, bub though other 
wise the appointment would no doubt have 
been gladly received, very much to hia 
credit that gentleman refnsed to accept it 
because he had been one of those to make 
the adverse report upon the previous admln- 
iatration of the aaylum. The oholoe of the 
government therefore fell UDon Dr. Boding- 
ton, and he felt confident it would prove to 
have heon a very wiao one. 

ABSCONDINO OF ONB BURTON. 

Mr. Williams moved " That an order 
of the bouse be uranted tor a return of all 
oorreapondenoe relatiog to the absconding 
of one Bortoo, official atenograpber, who 
had been appointed by Mr. Justice Creaae 
receiver ot the bindery department of the 
News Advertiser, with a statement of any 
aecuritles given by him." The nsove r stated 
that Burton had absconded with $000 or 
$700, and the Newa-Advertiser bindery is 
therefore anxioua to find out what chance, 
if any, there is to get this btok. 

Hon. Mk Davie said he did not know 
th'it I hero haa been any oorreapondenoe, ex 
cept hia letter of inatruoliona to Governor 
Moresby to follow up the abaoonder, but if 
a copy of thia lottpr wua kept it would he 
brought down. Ho might call uttoution to 
the fiob that Burton waa appointed by tho 
govoriuiu'nt aimply aa a etonoi^raplior, at 
t he rf(iue«tof a largo number of people in 
Vancouver, and that ike other etenograph- 
era, who nro in no way ciiuneotf d Willi ttio 
cuatody cf public monoyn, ho w«a not re- 
cjuirod to give any security in that Ciipucliy. 
Hia appointment aa a rocolvor woB mudo by 
the court, and tho government had not even 
any knowledge ot it until ho absconded. 
rRKVENTION OF ORVBUn, 

Hon. Col. Bakeu introduood a bill In- 
tituled " An act to Inoorporaco tho British 
Uoluml.ia society lor tho prevention of 
cruelty to anlmala." Read a iirat time. 

TnnEKODLIK TEST. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, in answer to Mr. 
Helmoken, said the government doea not 
propoae to order the dostruotion of any ani- 
mals in quarantine for tuberculosis ; and 
there are nooe now lo quarantine. The 
other questions not declared out of order 
are still under the oonatderation of tho gov- 
ernment. 

I'ROVINOIAL VOTERS. 

The house again wont into committee on 
the provincial voters hill (Hon. Mr. Davie) 
with Mr. Prentice in tho chair. The com- 
mittee roao and reported progroaa. 

THE new loan. 

Mr. Cotton reaunied hla remarka on tho 
motion lor tho second reading of tho loan 
bill. He repeated his atatomont that since 
1889 tho llabilitloa of tho province have In- 
oroaaod from $15 to §100 per head of tho 
whole white population ; and cited figures 
in support of thia calculation, as woll aa that 
ho had made that in 1890 tho whole of the 
ordinary revenue oxcopt throe por oont. waa 
consumed by the fixed ohanges. He dis- 
agreed with the reckoning the Einanoe Min- 



inter hid made of the capitaliz'd value of 
tho Dominion subsidy, aud heaeked (amidat 
laughter and applause) whether that) value 
will not diaappour altogether if the Liberals 
onmo into power at Ottawa and take cfT all 
the cuatoma duties. He saw by 
an arilolo of Dr. Milne'd iu 
a paper tho olhor day that 
when tho Liberala come into power there 
will nob be any cuatoma duties, and when 
that time arrives our subaidioo and all the 
others will nob be worth much. (Hear, 
hoar.) He feared that times In thia pruvino • 
wiilbemuoh worse before thoy am batter, 
and he made a quotation from Soiipluie 
(imidst opposition applause) to show the 
looliahnoas of great expeottliona, and ap- 
plied it aa CL warning to tho (joverninont. He 
leared that the exponae of fljating thia two 
million dollar loan will be between $150,000 
and $200,000. Upon the grounda that he 
had atated he would oppoee the second 
readiog of the bill. 

Mr Hunter oontraaied tha oppoali ion to 
tho loan juat oxprosaed by tho hon. gantle^^ 
man with hla opening remarka tho other day 
when he said that the covorument being in 
a hole and needing thia loan to extricate 
themaelvea ho would nob oppose lb. (Hear, 
hear.) He denied that the province Is going 
backwards as would be inferred from Mr. 
Cotton's argumenta, and to show that tho 
facta are directly opposed to snob a conten- 
tion he read atatiatios of importa and ex 
porta for four years well illustrating the 
point covered, which may thus be eummar- 
Ized : ,

TheSG ligurea, ho pointed out, show elocQ 
tho confederation of the Province with the 
ILinnuion tho inimenuo iiu -eaaoof its ox- 
poria until now they are 4'J'J per cent, of tho 
total in 187:3, while our iniporta have 
ainiilirly luoreaBed, bein« now nearly 300 
par cent, ot I ho total in the year Ural men- 
tioned, and yoc the hon. f^entleuiun holds 
that llie province ia rutrograding acd run- 
ning to deauuodou ! Ho mentioned the 
wonderful development of the fiahory wealth, 
tho expoi ts under thia head having heon in 
1876 only §9,847, bub rlaing to §2,849,493 in 
1892, and tu the immense total ot Si 443,963 
In the following year. He asked if anyone 
having the good of the country at heart can, 
afcor looking at these figurea, say that the 
province is golDg'baok, and he bald that it 
■ hows a wanti of patriotism on the parb of 
anyone In the position of the hon. junior 
member for Vancouver to mako such a state- 
ment in this house. He denied that the 
government promiaed that the loan of 1891, 
or any other loan, would be the laat, for 
ever since cjnfederation the policy of the 
aucoesaive govorumoata of tho province haa 
been a borrowing polioy, and suoh a policy 
muat be continued, in the interest of the 
province, for many, many years to come. 
Mr. Cotton'a policy, however, has been one 
of surprises — of placing before the house 
oalonlatlona and atatementa altogether aur- 
prislng became of their contraab with tho 
faota. In hia atatement, made with a view 
of creating alarm, that only 3 per cent, of 
the ordiniry r.-venue ia avaiUblo for 
public works, tnat hon, gentloman (Mr. 
Cotton) was discovericg another mare's 
neat. Suoh a condition of aflaira, 
if tho hon. gentleman's calculation 
ia oorreot, ia nothing new, aa ho (Mr. Hun- 
ter) could prove from tho figures he had pre- 
p ited for each year from 1872 down to tho 
present, which show that while only a small 
amount was available for public works out 
of the ordinary revenut', eiclualvo of land 
ealea, there was nevertheless a largo amount 
expended every year for that purpoao, the 
dlEfaronoe being made up by borrowing ond 
otherwiae. He gave the figures for a tow of 
these years, the totala appearing below being 
for the ordinary revenue exolnalve of land 
aalea, the amount of thit revenue available 
for public works after the other ordinary 
expenditure \uA been tiieb, »u4 the larger 
amount aotualty spdnt for puBHo works;

NANAIMO WATERWORKS COMl'ANR. 

TiiK Speaker gave the following rulUg 
on the point raised with reaped) to tnia ooni- 

pany'ii bill : 

" The point referred to mo is ns to the 
power of liiH IIOU.U0 to confer power on the 
Nanaimo Waterworks Compaoy to deal with 
the righta of the crown, euppoaing there lo 
be any unappropriated land or water that 
woeld be aflficted by the bill. The matter 
is very fully dealt with in a ruling made by 
mo on Che 12..h April, 1892 (page G7. Spoak- 
ora' Daoiaions), in which 1 atated tbat, unleas 
expressly excepted, the water righta passed 
with the crown grant (f the land (see The 
Qaoan v. Robertson, Canada S. C. Decls- 
ioDB, and Halo'a and Kent's Commeniiirlef.) 
In tbo session pf 1892 kU act (Chap 47. Soo. 
3) waa piaaod by this legislature, which pro- 
vides that ' after the passing of thia aob, no 
right to tho pormanent diversion or to the 
exoluaivo use of the water in any river, 
wator-courae, lake, or atroom shall bo ao- 
qulred by any riparian owner, or by any 
other peraon, by length of uso or otherwise 
than aa tho aamo may be acquired 
or conferred under tho provlaiona of 
thia aoS of iauino txiitlng or 

future aot cf parliament.' It fol- 
Iowa, thirefore, that, prior to the 
paaaago of tho uc^, ot 1892, water righta, not 
being expressly excepted, went with tho 
land. Since the paaeago of that act, water 
righta aro nob convoyed by a crown grant, 
unleaa mention ia made thereof in tho grant. 

I thctoforo rule that, if tho land border- 
ing on tho water righta propoaod to bo con- 
veyed by tho N inaimo watorworka arnond- 
inont act, 1S94, w*a alienated by tho crown 
prior lo till) act of 1892, tlie propriotoraliip 
ot tho wa'or is veatod iu the preaoiU holdoro 
of tho land. If tho land ia BiiU hold by tho 
orown, or if it were alienated aubjKiuont to 
tho aot of 1892 without tho water having 
been oonveyod with the land, tho water 
right ia atill veatod in the orown, and the 
oonsent of tho orown muat bo obtained be- 
fore water running through land ao hold 
will be available for tho purpoaea of tho pro- 
moters of the bill now before the house. I 
think that the amendment ofTjred in com- 
mittee by the member for Dalta would bo in 
order If moved by a member of the govern- 
ment, aa the ouatody of the righta aildcted is 
vested In the crown, whose consent aa to 
alienation of the wat»r righta of tho orown 
will bo necosaary before tho bill can become 
law." 

Having been given to understand pri- 
vately tnat all tho lands affeoted have 
passed into tho hands of a private company 
he saw no difTiculiy, if such Is the case, 
about going on with the hill. 

The house adjourned at a 45 p.m.

(Ap- 
plaune. ) The speaker then prouooded to 
read an abatraob of the financial aciiteniont 
of 1894, and explain ita several dotatla. 
Passing to the qaeation of cemetery oi}Iaigo- 
ment, he said that in his opinion the pro 
Bent cnmPtcry waR toooloM to the oity, and 
that very toua iha oounotl wbald have to 
look elsewhere. Taking the average VBiIue of 
cemetery lots at eiglitdallaraande h!klf|'{he 
pnrobise of a new oemetery aite In the nioat 
favorable location that oould be- obtained 
would be an excellent) inveatmenb ab aay 
$100 per Bcre. This waa a matter wbioa 
should be looked into without delay. To 
be sure Victoria was erporlonoing the 
presBuro of hard times, but not 
to the extent that other oitiea were. 
The capital of British Columbia was coming 
through all right, and oven now the star 
was to bo seen in the distunco, A trans- 
oontlnontal railway waa coming this way. 
Ita ooDBtruotion waa now praatioally 
assured, and having with a lino 
making Victoria ita working ter- 
minus a shorter haul from the wheat- 
growing country of the Northwest it waa 
eafo to luuk to the Vio'.oria of the near 
future as tho great seaport of the Paoilio 
Coaat, where inorohant ahipaof every nation 
will rooeivo thoir oargoca and tranauot their 
trade. This waa Viotoriu'a destiny if only 
her poopla did their duty. (Applause ) 

Mr. J. J. Austin introduced himself aa a 
thirty-two year resident of Victoria, and a 
Victorian first, last and all tho time. He 
launched promptly into a general review of 
the past oouDoil'a work, and in connection 
with the aewera held that there had been 
unmlatakeable blnnderlng, dao in a groat 
measure to the council tuking upon them 
solves the work of experts. Technical aub- 
jects of this nature should, ho thought, bo 
left in the hands of the City Engineer, who 
ahottld be an ofiicial choacn for his thorough 
oompetenoy. Electric light work waa in 
muoh the same position. To avoid blunder- 
ing the Mayor and aldermen were obliged to 
depend largely apon the expert, and ho 
therefore shonld be a man thoroughly in- 
formed and the boat in hla position avail- 
able. He wonld have nothing to aay in oon- 
neetion with the subjeob of mnnioipal 
commiasiouera, as that anbjeoc would doubt- 
lesa be thoroughly thrashed oub at the meet- 
ing on Tueaday evening. Ho did not 
however, aee that the govornment could bo 
greatly blamed for placing it within tho 
power of the oitizena to aeoure thia form of 
adminiatering their affaira if bhey ao deaired, 
when a member of the Counoil itaelf had 
during the past year asked for a Royal Com- 
mission to enquire into alleged boodling in 
the council. In regard to tho cemetery, an 
pxtenslon or tlio acquisition of new land 
would certainly bo necessary in the near 
future. In connection with tho public in- 
stitutions of tho oily ho pointed with prido 
to tho Jubilee Heapltal which he held should 
be supported in the moat liberal degree. 
The question of providing adequate drain- 
age fur thia institution should be taken in 
hand at the earlieab opportunity. The garb- 
age question also demanded attention. It 
certainly seemed that the city should own 
ita own boats inatead of chartering them, 
and economy might very possibly bo observ- 
ed in Bubatltuting a garbage crematory for 
tho present system. There should be a 
strict enforcement of all laws whether gen- 
eral or municipal. Tho people of Victoria 
should not be forced to read of frequent 
quarrels in gambling houaes and similar in- 
Bcanoes of ofTeaoea against the local laws. 
There waa no use blaming tho cflioors of 
police. The poline commijsioners should do 
thoir duty ; tho oiEcers wero simply await- 
ing ordera, He did nob think that there 
waa any neoeaaity for adding to the laws al- 
ready framed in this direction ; tlie applioa- 
tioa ol oommon sense and honesty would be 
fonnd anffielent. In regard to raiiwaya, 
there waa little uae in diaons- 
sing myths. Let anything praotloal be 
suggested, and he felt sure that every rute- 

Eayer was, like himself, ready to contribute 
ia ahare, He favored giving what work 
waa to be done to our own people, but would 
not aaorifioe the intereata of the city in 
apportioning the work on charitable rather 
than business principles. The James Bay 
mud (lata should be a thing of tho past. T'y 
tho erection of a rotainicg wall thoir recla- 
mation oould easily be accomplished and bo 
did not think tho cost would be onylhing 
like aa enormous as some had contondec'. 
\\'hat should bo done with tho reoluiniud 
flats there was timo enough yet to deoido — 
personally he favored their conversion into 
public pleasure ground.s. Ho might refer to 
many other worka of impi'ovoment, but as 
tioie WHS short ho would refrain. Hii would 
always do his utmost to advance tho in- 
toroata of tho city, and if elected would do 
hla boat to render full value received for tho 
money of the ratepayers. He did not bo 
liovo in false economy — ho waa not in fnvit 
of cutting tho salarita of faithful employes. 
Good mou Hhould be well paid, and if a lo- 
trcnehmoni in aalarios was found necessary 
the out should bo general. What he most 
of all deeirod to aoo wen a clean city and to 
make Victoria such, street paving was an 
immediate necusaily. When this work was 
taken in hand ho hoped that tho material 
used would be our own cedar. (Applause ) 
He bad little more to aay to the electora, 
but hoped that they would remember him 
on election day. (Applause.) 

Aid. \V. J. Divyer, who aeoks re election 
iu tho North ward, explained briifiy hio 
reasons for oppoaiDg tho imrchnno of tho 
preaont electric light site. Ho thou(>lit tliut 
tho prico asked and tho excavation cost 
would make too big a hole in tho money 
available for tho entire work. Ho had boon 
uaked why the contract for tho electric light 
machinery was not let at home. If there 
had boon but u thousand dolUra dilVorenco 
ho mi^ht have boon iu favor of giving that 
contract to tho Aibion Iron Works Com- 
piny. Tho figures wore, however, Albion 
Iron Works Company, -SID THI and $18,081 ; 
Hamilton Manufacturing Company, Jl'2,150 
and §11, COO. Tho engine accepted waa 
brought at §6,000 odd below tho Albion 
Iron Works' price. How oould tho counoil 
oonsciontiously give oway that much of tho 
ratepayers' money '! Ho took credit to him- 
aetf for the tquali/.ition of tho water ser- 
vice ratea, and in connection with tho water- 
worka question explained that the one and 
only objdct of bis recenb resolution was to 
hurry the work along. The ooanoil had, 
however, aubatituted an amendment and in- 
vited plana for filter beds, offering a pre- 
miam of (500 for the beat design. lite en- 
gineera are nqatred to pass npon theae plans 
with the Bssistanae possibly of a third, 
and as these experts muati be from 
a distance — all onr ' looal engineers 
being among the competitors — thia moana 
thab no work ban be done for months. 
Wonld ibnot have been better, ho asked, to 
have engaged a local oonaulting engineer 
and got to work at once? Ho indignantly 
denied a slander which he snid had oomo to 
hla ears that he waa using hla public offlco to 
build up bla private business, and in closing 
held that tho cost of street paving should 
l>o provided in throe parts, one-bhird being 
borne by the city and ono-third by the 
property ownora on oitbor eldo of tho atreet. 

Mr. M. Humber confined himself chiefly to 
the eleotrio light mabber. He ttioughb the . 



i>horteaiDg of the building, put forward by 
Mayor league us an example of economy, 
had been a great miatake. The new station 
waa now no better than tho old. Inatead of 
paying the ooutraotora for changing thi« 
dumping pliioo of their broken rook, the 
oontnictor eliould have paid tho city, de- 
positing the rock in the water being iiiuah 
moru convenient for him than raising it to 
tho bank. Iu oonneotion with the water 
supply, he had a plan to bring the water 
direct from Elk lake through a filtering 
canal or through a brick culvert, igooiing 
the Baavcr lake " mud bole." Id aid not 
rtqnire an army of experts to oarry it out 
either. What lie thonghb the city required 
was more oommon sense and less experts. 

Mr. Edward Bragg, another cmdidato in 
the North Waid. favored tho carrying out 
of the plan of ibe 1894 oounoll in connection 
with water inprovemenb. Ho hoped tho 
work would atari) soon and that employment 
would be given to our own people. With 
the limited time at his disposal tie refrained 
from entering into any topics of the day, 
while prumlaing if elected to give the buai- 
nesa of the oiiy hia tvory care and beat at* 
tention. Sound judgment and oommon 
aenae applied to the publio business was 
what the people wanted. 

Mr. John McMillan opposed the appoint- 
ment of civic commisaioBera as a step back- 
ward inatead of forward, and drolared him- 
solf in favor of a division of the North Ward. 
One plank cf hia platform was the acqui- 
aition of tho Indian reserve for the per- 
manent endowmf nt of a univeraify. In re- 
gard to public improvement, ho thought tho 
time must unon cimio wlien Viotc-ia must 
got diinn to a fchomo auili as outlined by 
AUlcnimn Keiih Wilson. Iu tho matter of 
paving he prt-ff rred cadar blocks to bilu- 
miiiniH ruck. Viotoriik hui material, mou 
and money for block p.ving at her doora, 
and thouid uudertako it at onan on 
GavcTiiment street at leiet. Ho believed 
in tho duy lubor by«toni aa it had been 
proved to l)e iiioBt ccononiioil, but under it 
municipal v/oiUa would of nfceaeily huvo to 
be oairied out on biiaino-a principles, not aa 
chorify aolienioa. Firo protootion waa a sub- 
ject that demat.d;d immodiato attention, 
uud if ukc ed ho propoaed to work for tho 
immediate eatttbliahmont and tquipnieutof 
fire atationa on Fernwood road, at tho 
Fountain and in Victoria Weat, tho central 
brigade being at the same timo atrongthenod 
and the insurance companies being aakcd to 
contribute to tho propuaed expenditure. 

Mr. A J. McLallan promised, if elected, 
to do hla best for Victoria. Ho believed 
that past oouaoils had acted conscientiously 
and made the most of their opportunities, 
bub there was atill much to be done. He 
wonld not promlae to take off thia tax or 
that tax, for without revenue nothing could 
ba done. He thought that a great mistake 
had been made in the extension of the oity 
limlta, the enlarged oity being too nnwieldly 
to be workable. He would gladly lend bis 
aid to the carrying out of water 
improvement worka, aa he thought 
it wua time that the filtering 
should be done at tho right 
end — at preaeot it waa being done In the 
houaoB. In regard to tho Indian reaorvation 
ho would tavor ita early acquisitior<, but) 
would oppose it being granted aa tho per- 
manent oadowment of a university. He 
preferred to see it the endowment of a trans 
oontinentul railway lino and the site of ma- 
chine shops and other important terminal 
works such aa would contrlbuto to the com- 
mercial prosperity of tho city. Ho believed 
in tho diatributiou of corporation work to 
the ratepayers of tho city and ho baliovod 
in enoouroging iu every way poaaiblo tho 
oonatruotion of the British Pacific. The 
building of that railway would mean the 
niultiplication of Victoria's population and 
with increased population would come do- 
creased taxation, there being more people 
from whom to derive a revenue. He looked 
upon Victoria as having within her the ma- 
terial of one of the grandest oitiea in Ameri- 
ca ; all that ahe required waa men of integ. 
rity and ability to conduct her affaira. 

Being asked by Mr. MoKay, aeoretary of 
tho Tradoa and L»bor Cjnnoll,who addretaed 
the same qaeation to tlie majority of the 
candidates, to put himaelf on record in re- 
gard to the day labor syatem va. contract, 
Mr. McLoUan said : " I wonld do aa I would 
for myself in all city work. I would make 
the best bargain possible, at tho same time 
remembering that the men of tho city are 
entitled to tho firat show whenever wurk it 
to ba done." 

Mr. J. C. Blaokett favored tho giving of 
all corporation work in the city, oven where 
a alight saving miglit perhaps bo tfl'^cted by 
going outside. Ho thought tho policy of 
keeping the money at homo would bo found 
boat iu tho end. He came before tho ruto- 
payera ua an untried quantity, but would 
niako no promiaoa other than that if elected 
ho would do tho best for the city. 

Mr. D. McNaughton favored a distribu- 
tion of money upon tho atroots iu proportion 
to thoir reepi-ativo contrilnition to the oity 
rovonuo. Ho adv jcated tho carrying out of 
all municipal worka by day labor, and prom- 
ised faithful service in the ev untot eUctioc. 

Mr. William Allen boliuvod that any re- 
duction of aalariiB, should such bo found 
necccujiry, ahould bo on tho sliding ecalo. In 
regird to Mr. Hawks, ho quoted tho letter 
of Mr. H. B Smith, C E., appearing In the 
Coi.oMST, aa showing the professional stand- 
ing of the " engineer " to whom lb was pro- 
posed to give the oonstruotion of the filter 
beds. In referrnce to the eleotric light 
maobinery he held that extras and freight 
brought the cost of tho Eistern made arti- 
olea up to the Albion Works price, and 
argued that the money spent ab homo wonld 
have lieen spent to greater advantage. Ho 
favored the increase of Qro protection in tho 
east and west of the oity, and proiuisod 
faithful service if elected. 

Mr. K A. Lowia thought thut a now 
ayotom was biidly needed in tho inuniigemont 
of municipal ulliira. Ho favored tho adop- 
tion of tho day labor ayatom whorovor pos- 
sible, and in connection with street paving 
held that before tho principal atreota were 
pived tho wires at presout disfiguring them 
should bo put underground. In sewering 
tho oity he held that thoro ahould bo con- 
tinuity of service spreading tho eewor build- 
ing over a number of years. If elected his 
aim would bo to do tho groatoat good to tho 
greatest number. 

Mr. Beaumont Boggs did nob, he said, 
propose to ask any elector for his vote. He 
believed In a political campaign being con- 
ducted on a declaration of prinoiples, and 
hia opinions on mnnioipal matters were 
already woll known. He dealt at consider- 
able length with tho tax on insurance com- 
panies, holding that it waa in reality oharged 
back and paid by the ratepayera. Ho urged 
tbab it should bo aboliahed or in any event 
reduced. 

Mr. H. E. Lovy quoted a foiv thiuga of 
which he was not in favor. He waa not in 
favor of any more loans upon tho credit of 
the oity ; he was nob in favor of rotalning 
tho North ward aa at proaont — it should bo 
divided at an early date ; and ho was not 
in favor of allowing tho oaatern and weat- 
em portions of tho city to continue without 
firo protection. Ho boliovcd in a oall 
fire department, which if good en- 
ough for San Franalsco waa good 
enough for Victoria, Ho would like to 
see tho Indian reserve acquired as aoon aa 
poaaible by tho oity, bub would not advo- 
cate it being given aa a unlvoraity slto or 
for railway terminal works. He thought 



the oity abonld hold the land and lease it on 
l.ng term for business enterprieeo, tho 
revenue therefrom decreasing tho burden of 
t'lxation. flo favored day work so long aa 
buoineaa principles wero observed and held 
that all publio improvements shonld be 
oitrried out by the opuration of tho'lcoal im- 
provomont ayitem. 

Mr. John Kinaman favored the retention 
of trad ea licenses and tho insnranca tax, aa 
not unfair, while at the same time neceaaary 
for Iho production of revenue. He favored 
thtj day Lb. I' b>stem generally, tho appli- 
option of tho oontraob aystom being tho ex- 
ception, and thought that sewcr<>ge work 
ahouldholeb iaenb-oontracts to our own men 
The new filter beds, too, should be oon- 
atrnoted by Viotorians, and if our civil en- 
gineer was nob oapablo of doing his work in 
thia connection it was for him to pay any 
outsider whoso special aasietanoo ho might 
have need for. 

Mr. F. W. Weldon and Mr. Chorion Wil- 
liams, tho remaining two on tho North 
ward Hat, not being present, tho chairman 
called next upon Alderman Styles, whose 
name ia firat in the liab for the Central 
Waid. Aid Styles had also gone home, and 
the next epeaker was 

Alderman Vigeltua, who said that one 
year ago he had promiied if elected to oppoeo 
any increase of taxation. He bad kept that 
promiae, and he now sought re.eleation and 
made a further promise that if elected be 
iToald do ail in hia power to advance the 
prosperity of tho city. Ho denied that 
there had been any boodling iu tho retiring 
council, and pronounoed himself as iu favor 
of Victoria work for Vtotoria men. He de- 
aired to ba placed on record as favoring a re- 
duction of taxation cave for the securing of 
a trana-continental road with Viotoria aa its 
terminus, fur which ho would hold out both 
hai.dit. 

Alderinau Humphrey roviuwod brii lly his 
notions during tliu yeiir now cloecd, dIsouB- 
aiug ttiQ wnlerworka, oh^utrio light and 
aowcrago <)ueelions at eomo length. The 
sowers now c instruolcd wore, ha aaid, well 
made luid workinj.; well, and it would aoon 
bo poaaiblo to got tho atroota into respect- 
able condition again. Ho was in favor of 
koeping a small party of men continually 
employed in cluaniDg tho maiu bueineaa 
thoroughfares. The expense would be 
small and tho results gratifying. He 
favored a readjustment of trades lioenaea, 
but not thoir extinction. 

Alderman Baker, who came forward to 
answer a question put by an clootor in tho 
audience, took advantage of the occasion to 
enter into an explanation of the Hawks' 
matter. Mr. Hawk< had oome here on the 
(i:h Ddcomber und had, ho said, oxi)!ctcd to 
bo paid for hia visit by the city. This was 
ahown by a letter whioh ho ou the 8th 
December addreased to Mayor Toague and 
the oouncil, in whioh he atated that if hia 
aervlcea were required his fee for the acooro- 
panying preliminary report and one oon- 
Bultatlon with the oity engineer ..would be 
$200. That he had been invited to the oity 
waa evident from the wording of hia report, 
the introductory sentenpe of which waa " In 
response to invitation to visit your oity." 
Ht (Alderman Baker]didnotBay tlAt the city 
ahould pay for tho report, bnb Mr. Hawks 
evidently expected payment andahould re- 
ceive it. Six of the aldermen at the board 
had known nothing about hia invitation to 
tho oity, bab Alderman Keith-Wilson had 
said that before taking action he wanted tho 
advice of an export on waterworks matters. 
Alderman W'ilaoa had said, too, that if the 
couucil did not want to pay the .expert for 
hla visit, he wonld pay him out o| ^hia own 
pocket. 

Dr. Richard Morrison, in aiking the 
electors of tho Central ward for thoir votea, 
announced himaelf aa diametrically opposed 
to Iccresslng tho liquor licenate, " becauao," 
ho said, " tho beat men in Viotoria are to be 
found among tho liquor soUora — thoy give 
free lunchea to tho poor and hungry." If 
elected ho would ace that all corporation 
work waa done by day labor. He noticed 
that $25,000 odd was given in the oity'a 
financial abatement under the hoad of mis- 
oellaneoua. Thia should ho "boodle." If 
elected he would see that there Wiia no more 
boodling. Further, if elected he would cut 
down tho city hall expenaea S3O,O0O and use 
it in sending purs water to the taps of the 
clti/.nns. He waa atrongly in favor of keep- 
ing the baoks and expreaa wagons on Gov- 
ernment and Yates streeta, wheice they are 
at proaent, but would aee to it that the 
streets were cleaned regularly every morn- 
ing. He had, he said in closing, been a 
success In hia onn profeaaion and he felt 
that ho waa just the right man to make a 
good alderman. 

Mr. S. L. Kelly promiaad if elected not 
to boodle himself or allow anyone else to 
boodle. He wasstrongly in favor of day labor 
under all olrcumaCanoea — all contracts 
ehould be done by day labor, and tho work 
ahould bo given to our own poiplo. He re- 
ferred at length to hia sohcmo for the bring- 
ing of city water direct from Beavor lake 
and oirored in tho ovenb of election to re- 
main tho ralop iyera' faithful watchdog. 

Mr. It. T. VVilliama thought that enough 
had been heard of appeals for municipal pre- 
ference by " old timers " because they wero 
old timers. Ho wan-ed lo see now timers 
come forward — thoro wau room for new 
blood, now onterpriao, now vim iu tlio c .rry- 
iog out of tho corporation work. I'.Taonally 
ho too waa an old timer, but ho bolii:vrd iu 
keeping thoroughly up to datf> in piililic aa 
well aa private buair.eas. Muoh bad 
been promised tho electora by 
tho fevoral candidatea who sought 
their votes — much that thcae aume candi- 
dates would find it ditlbult to give if elect- 
ed. One object which ho would hold atoud- 
faatly in mind if ho waa honored with elec- 
tion, would bo tho Hfcuring of a puro water 
supply for tho cit zana of Viotoria. In 
building the now filter beds as propoaed, 
dirty water for a year or so wonld hardly 
bo avoided. To meet this cause of dirJiBtis- 
faotion he would proposB the oonstruotion of 
a flume to tap the lake ab a fresh point dur- 
ing the building oi the filters. Kor wonld 
thia Hume be a wortblesa item of expense on 
tho completion of the filter bede, aa it wonld 
furniah an alternate medium for securing 
tho water supply ahould at any timo tho fil- 
ter bcda require cleaning or meet with any 
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accident. In regard to paving the streets 
lb surely was not necessary to tend out 
of Bribiab Columbia for any material. Our 
own cedar blocks are the beet t hit can be 
procured anywhere for thia purpose, and the 
coat of paving in Viotoria would therefore 
ba comparatively light. He did not believe 
that there had been any boodling in the 
councila of the paab. He thonghb that all 
went into those councils, with the deter 
mination to honestly serve the oity to the 
beat of their abilities, and while they had 
doubtleia made mistakba they had on tho 
whole acted conaolentioasly. It waa for tho 
councils of the future to be guided by theao 
mietukeacf tho pasb. The present was hia 
tirst apiiearuneo as a candidate for alder- 
manic honora, and if elected he would do all 
in hia power for the advancement of tho 
oity. 

The remaining candidates in the Central 
ward and •hone In Iho South ward not being 
present, Messra. J. B. Lo\oll and IJ. Cart- 
mol, candidatea for election ua achool trus- 
tees, briefly addressed the electors and the 
proceedinga terminated.
